A rchitectural engineering is a branch 
•f the gentle art of making mud pies in 
the land where the adobe houses grow. 
In the land of sunshine, where a rainy 
day is so rare that it is marked w ith a 
red cross, th© native contractor and 
builder wastes no tim e figuring on the 
strength of m aterial, the crushing lim it 
of tubular columns and tho wind pres­ 
sure per square foot of elevation. 
II© 
does not pore over blue prints of plans, 
cross sections and elevations, nor does 
he w hittle down his figures to the finest 
point so as to come under some otlier 
iontractor’s bid. 
He simply rolls his 
trousers up above his knees, digs down 
in a favored ditch or pond until lie 
strikes the “ dobe m ud, ’ 1 and in a short 
tim e he is ready to begin constructive 
operations. 
Adobe houses are brick houses, but 
the brick is sun dried and mado w ith 
straw. The clay or mud of which the 
brick is made is a natural cement pe­ 
culiar to the arid plains of New Mexico* 
Arizona, Nevada and that belt of stsftes 
and territories. 
It is turned out in th* 
most prim itive manner, and the Blue 
Island brickmaker who m ight happen 
upon a half breed (if Mexican ’dobe 
brickm aket would view the operatio» 
w ith amusement or disgust Kiln burn­ 
ed brick, made of blue clay, however, 
would not meet the requirements im­ 
posed by th e clim atic conditions of those 
countries where adobe brick is usod. 
In summer an adobe house is cool; in 
w inter it is warm. Its thick w alls ab­ 
sorb the occasional rain, and, although 
the snn dried brick is soft compared to 
the kiln dried article, it does not crum ­ 
ble, and it stands for ages. 
A man who recently traveled through 
New Mexico was much interested in the 
’dobe houses. 
For weeks he inquired 
and searched for a ’dobe bouse in the 
hands of the builders. 
At length in 
Banta Fe he stumbled upon a couple of 
men stamping w ith their bare feet upon 
olay in a wooden frame. 
He inquired 
add found th at he was looking upon two 
Mexicans m aking adobe brick. 
In de 
•crflaing the process he said : 
' “ The men actually dug up the ’dobe 
mud from the bottom of the clit^h which 
skirted the road. They mixed it, or, a* 
wo say. ‘tempered’ it w ith w ater until 
it was of a stiff, clayey consistency. 
Then they chopped alfalfa b a j into 
short pieces and mixed it w ith the clay, 
and their m aterial was ready to mak* 
Into brick. 
A wood frame lay on the 
ground. This fram e was filled w ith the 
'dobe mud mixed w ith hay, and one of 
tho men got into tho frame and stumped 
the mud down w ith his bare feet, at 
the same time tam ping it w ith a stuffs. 
After the frame was packed hard h* 
scraped the surplus mud off w ith s 
*Mrk. so that tho ton surface was lev»4 
with the upper edges of the frame, and 
then lifting tho fram e from tho clay lie 
carried the brick to one side of the road 
aud stood it on its edge. Th.- next brick 
he made he leaned against t.10 first ono, 
and soon ho had a dozen large bricks— 
each twice as wide ami long and thick 
as an ordinary bri< k—drying in th* 
sun. One of the racu told uie that My* 
bricks would be ready to lay in three in 
four days, and that they used the mud 
which the bricks are mado of for'tli* 
plaster. 
“ The walls of an adobe house are very 
thick, sometimes two or three feet, and 
I11 the ordiuary one story adobe house, 
which is characteristic of that Vegion, 
they are built up perfectly plain unlrl 
th< y reach the roof. The roof is support­ 
ed 011 wooden beams, laid edgewise on 
the w alls and tho bricks are bui*t up 
level w ith the top of tho beams between 
the timbers, leaviug the edge of tlie 
rafters expo«id. 
Tho roof has a slight 
slant, and is made of adobe bricks. 
When i t rains, the water soaks into the 
roof bricks, but does not begin to drip 
down into tho rooms below until the 
ruin is over. Theu the family moves out 
until tho w*ater is through w ith its 
dripping. I saw an adobe house in Santa 
Fe which w*as built in the sixteen»]« 
oentury, aud, so far as I could see, the 
walls wcro as strong and good as any 
house around there. 
“ Walls are built of stone, plastered 
with adobe cement, if I may so eall it, 
and such walls are strong and solid. 1 
suppose if that country had half astduch 
rain ns falls in Chicago the ’dobe houses 
would after- a timo crumble away, but 
the average year in New Mexico is 
made up of 187 days of unclouded sky, 
189 days when sunshine predominate* 
and only 89 days of cloud, so th at the 
rainfall does not am ount to much more 
tkan a good sized fall of dewT. ' ’ 
It ia estim ated that an adobe house 
oosts about $100 a room, but there are 
mansions built of this m aterial which 
east nc,t less than $30,000 to construct 
When tho “ Americans” settled in New 
Mexico, Utah, Arizona, Nevada aud th* 
lower part of California they accepted 
the treeless condition of tho country 
aud built their houses of ’dobe m ud.— 
Chicago Record.

The operations had been so active that 
precautions against sickness had neces­ 
sarily been much neglected, and the 
general was anxious, w hile giving tile 
men some rest, to improve the sanitary 
conditions. 
By dint of extraordinary 
exertions the camps were well policed 
and J argo quantities of fresh vegetables 
were brought forward aud distributed. 
Cattle woro received in much bet to? 
condition than those which had made 
long marches aud had furnished beef 
which was for from being wholesome. 
G reater attention was demanded in the 
cooking of the food and the procuring 
of better water. Dead animals and offal 
were buried, and more stringent sani­ 
tary regulations were enforced through­ 
out the entire command. 
W hat was most distressing at this 
tim© was the condition of affairs at the 
extreme frout, No one who did n o tw it 
ness tho nights on those portions of the 
line where the opposing troops were in 
exceptionally close contact can form an 
idea of the sufferings experienced.

Architectural engineering is a branch 
Bf tho gentlo art of making mud pics iii 
toe land where the adobe houses grow. 
In the land of sunshine, where a rainy 
day is so rare that it is marked with a 
red cross, the native contractor and 
builder wastes no time figuring on the 
strength of material, the crushing limit 
of tubular columns and the wind pres­ 
sure per square foot of elevation. He 
does not pore over blue prints of plans, 
cross sections and elevations, nor does 
he whittle down his figures to the finest 
point so as to come under some other 
Contractor’s bid. 
He simply rolls his 
trousers up above his knees, digs down 
in a favored ditch or pond until lie 
strikes tho “ dobe mud,” and in a short 
time ho is ready to begin constructive 
operations, 
Adobe houses are brick houses, but 
the brick is sun dried and made with 
straw. The clay or mud of which the 
brick is made is a natural cement po 
collar to the arid plains of New Mexico 
Arizona, Nevada and that belt of stiff os 
and territories. It is turned out in th* 
most primitive manner, ani th* Blue 
Island brickmaker who might happen 
upon a half breed or Mexican ’dobe 
brickmaker would view the operation 
with amusement or disgust. Kiln burn­ 
ed brick, made of bine clay, however, 
would not meet the requirement* im­ 
posed by the climatic conditions of those 
countries where adobe brick is used. 
In summer an adobe house is cool; in 
winter it is warm. Its thick walls ab­ 
sorb the occasional rain, and, although 
the sun dried brick is soft compared to 
file kiln dried article, it does not crum­ 
ble, and it stands for age*. 
A man who recently traveled through 
New Mexico wa* much interested in the 
‘dobe houses. For weeks he inquired 
and searched for a dobe bouse in the 
hands of the* builders. 
At length in 
Bantu Fe he stumbled upon a couple of 
men stamping with their bare feet upon 
clay in a wooden frame. He inquired 
aud found that be was looking upon two 
Mexicans making adobe brick. 
In de 
scribing the process he said: 
' “ The men actually dug up the ’dobe 
mud from the bottom of the dit^h which 
skirted the road. They mixed it, or. a# 
we say, ‘tempered’ it with water until 
it was of a stiff, clayey consistency. 
Then they chopped alfalfa bay into 
abort pieces and mixed it with the clay, 
and their material was ready to make 
into brick. A wood frame la) on the 
ground. This frame was filled w itll the 
•dobe mud mixed with hay, and one of 
tho men got into the frame and stamped 
tho mud down with his bare feet, at 
the sumo time tamping it with a stldk. 
After the frame was packed bani hi 
scraped the surplus mud off with a 
stic k, so that the top surface was level 
with the upper edges of the frame, aud 
then lifting the frame from the clay Ins 
carried the brick to one side of the road 
aud stood it on its edge. The next brick 
be made he leaned against tao first our, 
and soon he had a dozen large bricks— 
each twice as wide ami long and thick 
as an ordinary brl' k—drying in th* 
sun. One of the nu ii told lye that flit 
bricks would be ready to lay in three pi 
four days, aud that they used the mud 
which the bricks are made of far^the 
plaster. 
‘ The w alls of a a adobo house are very 
thick, sometimes two or three feet, aud 
bi tho ordinary one story adobe house, 
which is characteristic of that legion, 
they are built up perfectly plain untrf 
they reach the roof. The roof is support 
od on wooden bennis, laid edgewise on 
tho w alls and the bricks ane bolk up 
level with the top of tho beams between 
the timbers, leaving the edge of the 
rafters exposed. The roof has a slight 
slant, and is mado of adobe Brick*. 
When it rain*, the water nooks into the 
roof bricks, but does not begin to drip 
down into tho room* below until Hie 
rain i* over. Then the family move* out 
until tho water is through with it* 
dripping. I saw an adobe house in Santa 
Fe which was built in the sixteenth 
oentnry, and, sofar as I could see, the 
walls were as strong and good sa any 
house around there. 
“ Walls ar® built of stone, plastered 
with adobe cement, if I may so call it, 
aud such walls are strong ami solid. I 
suppose if that country hail half as ninth 
rain 
falls in Chicago the dobe houses 
would after a time crumble away, but 
the average year in Now Mexico is 
mado up of 187 days of unclouded sky, 
189 day* when sunshine predominate# 
and only 89 days of cloud, so that the 
rainfall does not amount to much mar* 
than a good fuzed fall of dew. “ 
It it estimated that an adobe horn* 
ousts about #100 a room, but there are 
mansion* built of this material which 
scot net less than #30,000 to construct 
When tho “ Americans” settled iii New 
Mexico, Utah, Arizona, Nevada and the 
lower part of California they accepted 
the treeless condition of tho country 
aud built their house* of ’dobe mud.—* 
Chicago Record,
